PLANE FALLS IN TEST

Sabotage Inquiry Begun After 
Big Ship Crashes, Burns at 
Los Angeles. 


LOS ANGELES, June 1 (AP).— 
A giant Douglas DC-5 crashed and 
burned in a field today shortly 
after taking off from Los Angeles 
airport, killing four occupants. 

An El Sugundo police sergeant 
said all four died instantly. Two 
were thrown from the plane. 
Douglas Aircrait Co. in Santa 
Monica identified the pilot as Bud 
Bogen, a company employe. 

The plane was being tested for 
the navy. Quick investigations be- 
gan to deterraine if sabotage was 
responsible. 

Eyewitnesses saw the plane fly- 
ing low, with the right engine of 
its twin motors sputtering. It 
made a right bank toward the Palos 


Verde hills to the northwest, then 
leveled off and had headed back 
toward the airport when it crashed 
and exploded. 

A navy spokesman, who declined 
permission to use his name, said 
the ship was undergoing Govern- 
ment tests. 
Douglas has. built seven of the 
DC-5 type planes for the navy, 
chiefly for use as transports. Oth- 
ers have been under construction 
for the KLM Line, operated . by 
the Netherlands Government.

Many Saved at Dunkerque 
By British Fishermen Who 
Braved Bombs in Tiny Boats 


000 English Said to Have 


Returned. 


A SOUTHEAST COAST PORT 
IN ENGLAND, June 1 (AP).—Brit- 


ain exulted today at the reported 
rescue of all save one division of 
the British Expeditionary Force— 
a division originally numbering 15,- 
000—from the German death trap 
in Flanders. 

The strength of the B. E. F. sent 
into Belgium at the outset of the 
“real” war in the West was placed 
at 175,000 men. How many were 
killed in the 20-day campaign is 
not ascertained. However, some un- 
official sources put the number of 
returned men at well above 100,000. 

Informed sources reported a tre- 
mendous increase in the numbers 
of: homecoming troops within the 
last 24 hours. 

When King Leopold III ordered 
the surrender of the Belgian army 
last Tuesday and thus laid open 
the Allied left flank, the B. E. F. 
appeared to be faced with the alter- 
native of putting up the white 
flag or being annihilated by an on- 
rushing German army of some 
1,000,000 men. 

There has been neither surren- 
‘der nor annihilation. Covering the 
withdrawal of the British army 
‘Hitler sought to destroy, British 
‘and French forces still are waging 
|a furious rearguard action against 
‘the Nazis closing in on the nar- 
rowing Dunkerque corridor. 

Grimy but grinnéng British sol- 
‘diers still covered with the muck 
of battle, praised their leader, Gen. 
Lord Gort—*Tiger” Gort. 

One officer said Gort faced the 
danger with the humblest of his 
men, 

French Poilus fought side by side 
with the British to keep the Dun- 
/kerque defenses intact, while Brit- 
‘ish fishermen in small boats helped 
lembark the rescued soldeirs. 
| The French who landed here 
gvd-naturedly accepted the B. E. 
F.’s name for the Dunkerque de- 
fenses—the “Corunna line,” recall- 
ing Sir John Moore’s exploit in sav- 
ing a British army from annihila- 
tion by Napoleon’s le ‘ons in the 
peninsular war. 

British and French alike praised 
the fighting -qualities of the Bel- 
gian soldiers, many of whom re- 
fused to comply with the King’s or- 
der to surrender. The Tommies 
express their contempt for the 
Belgian King with a joke that rap- 
idly spread through England: 

“What's the diff. ence between 
Leopold and Judas?”

E. K. Love History Repeating. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “A War Perspective,” 
was good psychology. — 

There seems to be plenty of emotional 
bias and hysteria in the country today, 
and am@ngst people who can and should 
think mfore clearly. It is the same bias 
and hysteria that drifted us into the last 
war, Whose result was economic tragedy 
for ‘as. Instead of being.a war to end 
wats, it was a war begetting the present. 
war. 

Practically every thinking American 
would prefer to see the balance of power 
in Europe held by Great Britain, even 
though she has very little care, or re- 
spect, for her step-child, the United 
States. In diplomacy she makes us a 
laughing stock. We can give her sym- 
pathy, and lend her supplies, but we 
cannot and should not wage: war. 

We «re potentially strong, but literally 
weak, and many people with 10-inch 
tongues and two-inch brains are advocat- 
ing our going into war, when we can do 
nothing more than send supplies and 
‘keep our navy in, the Pacific. 

We should keep/jour mouths shut. One 
Senator advocated this country telling 
Hitler that “we are his eternal and im- 
mortal enemies, and that he shall be de- 
stroyed as a political force.” Wasn't it 
Disraeli who told Gladstone he was in- 
ebriated with the exuberance of his own 
verbosity? 

> . * 

As State chairman of the National Se- 
curity League during the last war, I had 
many contacts with the foreign nations’ 
war missions, as the representatives came 
through this State, and I am impressed 
and depressed now with the similarity of 
the drift toward war. 

This country should resolve to have no 
part in the conflict, although it is bound 
to have a part in its consequences. We 
should keep out, and be strong enough to 
co-operate in the many necessities for re- 
habilitation of democratic policy. The 
United States should get itself ready for 
anything that could ‘happen—the worst— 
which will take two to fvur years of 
preparation on our part. 

On June 6, 1918, Theodore Roosevelt 
made his last public speech at the Coli- 
seum in St. Louis. In that address, he 
stated he had advocated at the beginning 
of the war in Europe that every one of 
our young men between 18 and 22 should 
go into training camps to prepare this 
country for any eventuality. 

Were he here today, he no doubt would 
press the idea of every young man be- 
tween 18 and 22 learning aviation to pre- 
pare this country in the air. We hear of 
50,000 airplanes a year—we should start 
now with training schools to get experi- 
enced men to man these ships,

We should concentrate on our own situ- 
ation. We cannot cope with those cen- 
turies-old countries, or their experience 
in all vital matters necessary to their ex- 
istence, even though being 3000 miles 

away helps some. 

The administration’s actions in Wash- 
ington under the present circumstances 
are unexplainable and might well be cen- 
sured.

In fact, 
as Chairman Altmeyer of the Federal Social Securi- 
ty Board points out, it is extremely likely that the 
great tax exemptions which states like Missouri 
have authorized’ as a bonus for companies giving 
steady employment will have to be sharply curtailed 
if enough money is raised to pay fair benefits. 
Consequently, the only reduction in the tax which 
seems advisable now is the relatively minor one re- 
quired to bring the State tax in line with the Federal 
levy by exempting any sum paid a single employe 
annually in excess of $3000, This wquld save Mis- 
souri employers an estimated $2,000,000 a year. 

On the other hand, there is ample room for the lib- 
eralization of benefits paid in Missouri. 

The Missouri law now requires an employe to wait 
three weeks bef@re he is eligible to draw unemploy- 
ment insurance. The State Unemployment Commis- 
sion proposes that the waiting. period be reduced 
to two weeks. But Mr. Altmeyer says it should be 
reduced to one week. 

In Missouri, the maximum duration of benefit 
payments is now 12 weeks. The State Commission 
recommends that it be increased to 15. But Mr. 
Altmeyer recommends 16 weeks, citing that the Brit- 
ish unemployment insurance system goes much fur- 
ther, paying benefits for a half year. 
In Missouri there is no fixed minimum weekly ben- 
efit and the maximum is $15. The State commission 
recommends that a fixed minimum be established but 
does not recommend any certain figure and suggests 
no change in the maximum. Mr. Altmeyer recom- 
mends a minimum of $5 and a maximum of at 
least $20. 

But although the State commission’s recommenda- 
tions leave much to be desired as to minimums and 
maximums, it does recommend that weekly benefits 
be raised from the present 4 per cent to 5 per cent 
of the employe’s earnings for the quarter of the 
year in which they were highest. This is, of course, 
an increase of 25 per cent. | 
Finally, the grounds upon which a worker may be 
disqualified from unemployment benefits are more 
sweeping and more harsh in Missouri than in most 
other states. They should be re-examined and modi- 
fied. 

If benefit payments in Missouri are revised to 
meet enlightened standards, there is little danger 
that the reserve will rise higher than is necessary 
for safety in the unpredictable period when the 
graduated tax reductions begin two years hence.

After two years of whacking away in the 
courts against business and labor combines 
which he believed were violating the Sher-

Is Annenberg being allowed to purchase immunity 
from the stigma of a prison sentence? If so, itis a 
far step from the even-handed justice our courts are 
expected to dispense. 

If Annenberg has violated the criminal statutes, he 
is no more entitled to escape the brand of “convict” 
than the penniless and friendless citizen who commits 
a serious crime. True justice cannot be bought. The 
reported settlement of the Annenberg case calls for 
an explanation.

“The anti-trust laws remained asia most 
important symbol. Whenever anyone de- 
manded practical regulation (of business), 
they formed an effective moral obstacle, 
since ail the liberals would answer with 
a demand that the anti-trust laws be en- 
borced. 

“The Federal anti-trust laws, since the 
90’s, have stood as a great moral gesture 
which proves that in a nation of organiza- 
tions individuals really are supreme; or, if 
not, they are going to becomie so very soon 
through the intervention of the Federal 
Government.” 

But Arnold affirmed his belief in the laws, 
and his intention to enforce them if they 
could be enforced-. And the Senate con- 
firmed his nomination. 

Today, Arnold rises every morning at 5 
o’clock to work on a new book. Few will 
think the new book mocking; it sounds 
deadly earnest. It calls for a consumers’ 
“pressure group” to balance the “lobbies” 
of business, labor and the farmer.

BY WORLD WAR OUTLAY 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP). 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S 
P request for more than a bil- 

lion dollars in additional pre- 
paredness funds puts the coun- 
try’s prospective military bill 
second only to the outlays of its 
two World War years. 

If Congress approves all the 
pending defense legislation, the 
amount appropriated and au- 
thorized for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 will be $4,672,- |. 
011,352. 

This compares with the $6,- 
148,795,000 spent on the army 
and navy in che fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 1917, and_ the 
$11,011,387,000 expended in the 
year beginning July 1, 1918. 

In the fiscal year preceding 
America’s entry into the World 
War, the cost of the two armed 
services was cnly $617,574,000, de- 
spite a preparedness drive in 
the months preceding the decla-| | 
ration of war. 

The total expenditure by the 
“Jnited States on the World War 
has been estimated at $32,048,- 
852,000—covering not only mili- 
tary operations but also indus- 
trial mobilization and the like. 
| The Union army and navy 
throughout the four years of 
the Civil War spent $613,083,000.

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FIRST U. S. BATTLESHIP 
IN 19 YEARS LAUNCHED 


35,000-Ton Washington Costs 
$65,000,000—To Be in 
Service in Year, 


PHILADELPHIA, June 1 (AP). 
The 35,000-ton battleship Washing- 
ton, first capital ship addition to 
the United States fleet since 1921, 
was launched into the Delaware 


River at the Philadelphia navy 
yard today before a cheering crowd 
of 30,000. 


The Washington, mounting nine’ ” 
16-inch guns and built at a cost’ % 


of $65,000,000, exceeds by 1600 
tons the largest ship the navy now | 
has afloat However, the Washing- 
ton and a sister ship, the - North 
Carolina, which will be launched 
at the New York Navy Yard later 
* this month, will not join the fleet 
for more than a year. 

‘Third vessel to be named after: 
the State of Washington, the new 
battleship is sponsored by 15-year- 
old Virginia Marshall of Spokane, 
Wash., a direct deseendant of John 
Marshall, Chief Justice of the Unit- 
ed States from 1801 to 1835. 

The present ship’s ~ immediate 
predecessor was sunk by gunfire 
before completion in November, 
1924, in accordance with the Wash- 
ington arms limitation treaty. The 
cruiser Washington, still in serv- 
ice, is now the Seattle. 


Senator Walsh Speaks, 


Speaking at the launching cere- 
mony, Senator Walsh (Dem.), Mas- 
sachusetts, said the United States 
was “beginning of a renaissance 
of naval preparedness” that will 
make America unassailable. 

“The American people,” said 
Walsh, chairman of the Senate Na- 
val Committee, “are determined at 
al. costs to prepare for any even- 
tuality that may. follow the Euro- 
pern war.” 

Referring to conteaversy over 
the relative merits of air power and 
ea power, Walsh contended that 
“an adequate navy, capable of meet- 
ing and defeating an enemy’s navy 
at sea, is the only sure way that 
war can be kept at a safe distance, 
from our coasts and the only sure 
way to bring a war to a close.” 

Coast guard orders were issued 
to stay shipping on the historic 
Delaware at least four hours for 
two miles on each side of the navy 
. yard while the 750-foot warship was 
eased into the channel off League 
Island. Stringent precautions were 
taken both in air and on land to 
prevent unauthorized photographs. 
A police guard was established on 
the New Jersey side of the river 
and only authorized visitors were 
permitted in the yard. 

Keel Laid in 1938. 


The Washington was ordered 
Aug. 1, 1937, and the keel was laid 
on June 14, 1938. The ship was 
originally scheduled to be launched 
in July of this year, but construc- 
tion has been accelerated in line 
with President Roosevelt’s prepar- 
edness program. When completed, 
it will carry a complement of 1450 
officers and men, have a radius of 
5000 miles and a cruising speed of 
28 to 30 knots. It is the first of 68 
vessels the navy is rushing to com- 
pletion.

DR. ROBERT MOTON DIES: 
NOTED NEGRO EDUCATOR 


President Emeritus of Tuskegee In- 
stitute Succumbs at 72 at His 
Virginia F »me. 

GLOUCESTER, Va., June 1 (AP). 
Dr. Robert R. ‘oton, 72 years old, 
president emeritus of Tuskegee In- 
stitute, died at his home in Glou- 
cester County yesterday, exactly 
five years from the date & his re- 
tirement. 

Dr. Moton, born on an Amelia 
County (Va.) plantation, the son 
of a slave, succeeded Booker = T. 
Washington as rresident of Tuske- 
gee and became known as one of 
the most famous Negro euucators 
in America. 

When Dr. Moton was little more 
than a boy, he conceived the idea 
that he would like to be a leader 
of his race. To achieve his aim he 
worked as errand boy, waiter and 
foreman in a lumber camp, showing 
a remarkable facility for making 
friends among white people as well 
as Negroes. He worked his way 
through school.

State Board Says Proposal 
Would Have Cost Shippers 
$1,000,000 Yearly.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1. — 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission yesterday denied an appli- 
cation by 50 motor truck compa- 
nies operating as common carriers 
in Missouri, for a readjustment of 


intrastate rates for motor common 
carriers which involved a proposed 
general rate increase of 10 per 
cent. 

The commission authorized some 
modifications of existing rates, in- 
volving some increases and some 
reductions, which make no change 
in the existing rate level, it was 
said. 

In denying the proposed increase 
the commission held that the com- 
panies had not made a showing 
justifying a general readjustment 
of the motor carrier rate struc- 
ture. 

Based on an *xamination of the 
operating reports of 60 of the 
larger carriers in the State the com- 
mission found that their earnings 
had improved in 1937, 1938 and 
1939, and that the net income for 
1939 was equivalent to a return in 
excess of 5 per cent on property 
used in carrier service. 

While the rate case was brought 
by 50 companies, the upward re- 
adjustment of the rate structure, 
had it been authorized by the 
commission, would have affected 
the intrastate rates of more than 
500 truck companies operating in 
the State. 

Rate experts of the commission 
estimated that if the proposed in- 
crease had been granted, for the 
more than 500 carriers, it would 
have amounted to about $1,000,000 

year, based on operating experi-
